CUT OUT GAMBLING 


The principles of co-operative mar¬ 
keting are being presented very 
clearly and forcibly this week 
throughout the provinec by Walter 
H. Peteet, U.S. Co-operative Expert, 
who is assisting in the province wide 
campaign in behal f of the tri-pool 
marketing drive launched by the 
special committee of the farmers’ 
central organization in Alberta. 

“There is- nothing new or mysteri¬ 
ous about co-operative marketing of 
farm commodities. It is only good 
business principles applied to agricul¬ 
tural products. It aims to give the 
farmer a voice in the price he shall 
receive for his goods, not the whole 
voice, but a voice. It hits at gambling 
and speculation. Controlling the sur¬ 
plus of a commodity it is able to 
stabilize prices and has a tendancy to 
raise price levels to a fair and legiti¬ 
mate point. It does not attempt to 
crush the legitimate trader, but the 
speculator has much to fear. It looks 
beyond dollars and cents and sues a 
finer standard of living, for the co¬ 
operative movement has a large soc¬ 
ial Value tending to create a sound¬ 
er, sweeter, more wholesome com¬ 
munity life; It makes for prosperity, 
for contentment, for happiness.” 


TAXATION BURDENS 


So far nothing has been done this 
session of the Dominion Parliament 
to relieve us of the burden of debt we 
submitted to in the years of the Great 
War, under the belief that we were 
only shouldering temporary, though 
then necessary obligations. During 
the year ended* March 1924, the addi¬ 
tional war taxes brought in to the 
Government $182,036,262. The regu¬ 
lar revenue from ordinary sources as 
in pre-war days came to $189,339,636, 
and from other miscellaneous sources, 
sab’s of Dominion lands, /fines, etc., 
there was received about 36,000,000. 
A giand total of $405,661,640 for the 
year. We do not seem to have re¬ 
ceived really first rate value for this 
prodigious outlay, nor does there ap¬ 
pear to be any immediate prospect of 
any lightening of our burdens. No 
signs of economy have been exhibited 
at Ottawa, even the war-time subsidies 
of $4,000 a year to each Member, and 
Senator has been continued, and votes 
for improvements or enlargements, 
where the expenditure will do most 
good politically have been made as 
freely as though the country’s budget 
was balanced, with a comfortable sur¬ 
plus on the right side of the books. 
Our ever-mounting debt charges now 
oome to over $138,000,000 a year. We 
lost over $61,000,000 in operating the 
National Railways and ships last year. 
On Agriculture, Mines and Fisheries 
we spent only $10,218,730, which cer¬ 
tainly cannot be -said to show extrav- 
agence in those direction,—proportion¬ 
ately speaking. Other countries, not¬ 
ably Great Britain and the United 
States have contrived to reduce both 
their debts and their taxes. What is 
the matter with Canada, our country 
of amazing resources that we are un¬ 
able to do likewise?—Family Herald 
and Star. 


A writer in the London Spectator 
believes that 250,000 British migrants 
to Canada every year for the next 60 
years would offset the annexation sen¬ 
timent It might, if British migrants 
could be persuaded to stay when they 
©ome to Canada. But they are no 
more Willing than the riative-bom to 
stay without prospects of economic in¬ 
dependence after years of reasonable 
thrift and industry.

ARISTOCRACY OF CRIME 

Walter O’Donnell, the king^y>f 
thuggery of Chicago, was killed re¬ 
cently and buried with great prompt 
and honor. His body was laid away 
in a great silver and steel casket 
weighing 1000 lbs., and costing $8,000. 
Thousands of gangsters from all over 
America were there to do him honor 
and a solemn clergyman pleaded for 
his soul on the ground that even if he 
did run a little beer and whiskey and 
was careless with his gun, he never 
kicked a dog nor “betrayed a pal.” 
These are doubtful virtues to win a 
dead man popularity, but it is a fact 
that big spectacular criminals are 
public idols. The Vancouver Sun re- 
fering to this phase remarks: United 
States, long ago, threw off hereditary 
aristocracy. It discarded the pageant 
of royalty. It eliminated the drama 
of government and the oolor of caste. 
Are the American people coming, sub¬ 
consciously, to the point where they 
are replacing all these things with the 
aristocracy of crime ? 


HELP YOURSELF 


And now they tell us that the mean 
temperature in the warmest month at 
the North Pole is 30 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit—just freezing! Nowhere on the 
earth is too cold or too hot fr Man 
to live. But just a little nearer to the 
sun and the oceans would evaporate 
and we would burn to death; or, far¬ 
ther removed, the oceans would freeze 
no rain would fall, m> rivers would 
run, and mankind’s days would end. 
Within a narrow range of tempera¬ 
tures, actually 90 degrees below zero 
and 140 degrees above, we live.

Never can we 
use up the stores of wealth which 
grow at the beckon of the sun; never 
can we exhaust the untold wealth 
which lies beneath the soil. Nature is 
lavish, wasteful. Everything we de¬ 
sire awaits the taking.

The Gladstone Age, Manitoba paper, 
reports that a confidence man repre¬ 
senting himself as agent for a Wool¬ 
len Clothing Co., operated in that 
neighborhood and took orders and 
cash for about $400 worth of clothing 
then quietly left for other green pas¬ 
tures. Why is it that otherwise san« 
people are always willing to trust the 
communicative stranger rather than 
their fellow-citizens and neighbors? 
The merchants of that town can be 
pardoned for assuring these dupes 
that it serves them right. 

BLESSED INDEED 


“The prosperity of a town is not 
guaranteed by the wealth of its inhab¬ 
itants, but the uniformity with which 
they pull together when a very im¬ 
portant undertaking is to be accom¬ 
plished. A man with a thousand dol¬ 
lars at his command and a love for his 
town in his heart can do more for its 
upbuilding than the millionaire who 
locks up his capital and snaps his fing¬ 
ers at home enterprise.” The fore¬ 
going paragraph taken from an ex¬ 
change is perfectly true. But un¬ 
fortunately the enterprising man with 
$1,000 and a big heart full of loyalty 
to his home town does not have very 
good sailing weather when he launches 
out There is that very personal 
friend who hates to see him “throw 
his money away in this dead town,” 
and there is the back room critic who 
“sees the end of that chap’s thou¬ 
sand” and predicts an early financial! 
collapse. There are also those who are J 
always good at giving advice they are 
never asked for, and can tell the oth¬ 
er fellow how to do it, but never do it 
themselves. Unfortunately, most com¬ 
munities are cursed with such pessi¬ 
mistic advisers and many a local and 
worthy enterprise has been squelched 
by them. But they do not always 
succeed and when the subject of their 
satire and opposition does not really 
succeed they are the first to seek his 
favor and patronage. Blessed indeed 
is the community with a dozen or more 
enterprising and optimistic spirits— 
they are worth a hundred disgruntled 
lazy money lenders and do-nothing 
critics—Alliston Herald. 


Are the Progressives in Parliament, 
farmers, or- what? Thursday night, 
May 21st, in the House, they forced 
through a vote calling for a downward 
revision of the Canadian tariff. Of 
course, they were defeated. But what 
was their idea? Is the Canadian tar¬ 
iff not now low enough to suit the 
Canadian farmer?, asks the Vancou¬ 
ver Sun. 

The duty on Canadian eggs entering 
United States is 8 cents a dozen. The 
duty on American, eggs entering Can¬ 
ada is 3 cents a dozen. During Feb¬ 
ruary of this year, ninety cars ol 
American eggs went into Ontario and 
Quebec, helping to put good Canadian 
farms and Canadian farmers out of 
business. In 1911 the people of Can- 1 
ada voted against a reciprocity agree- j 
ment with United States. Today, were, 
it put to a vote, reciprocity would. 
sweep Canada with a tremendous ma¬ 
jority, but reciprocity with the United 
States, or with any other country, 
seems to be no longer obtainable. So 
that those who in theory would favor 
a reciprocity of trade must, when it 
comes down to practice, go in for a 
reciprocity of tariff. ( Just because 
they have to sell their own commodity 
wheat, in open competition with world 
markets, do the progressives of the 
West want to throw open the whole 
Canadian market to the industries of 
Europe? Do they want American 
eggs, American apples, and American 
farm products to come into this coun¬ 
try free, while Canadian farm pro¬ 
ducts are barred by prohibitory tariffs 
from entering United States? If 
they do, is it not high time that the 
rest of agricultural Canada and indus¬ 
trial Canada got together and had a 
show-down with the grain growers of 
the West? Canada consumes 80% of 
all her products. Excluding wheat, 
she consumes 90% of all her products, 
so that the real market for Canadian 
goods is CANADA. Because the 
Western grain grower has to sell an 
unorganized and unprotected commod¬ 
ity, wheat, in open competition with 
the world, there is every good reason 
why Canada should try and help the 
grain grower; should haul his wheat 
to tidewater at cost or less than cost. 
But becausfe the Western wheat,grow¬ 
er has to meet world competition, is 
no good reason why the rest of Can¬ 
ada should be compelled to get out of 
the country or else watch Canada 
dragged into commercial suicide by 
sticking to a policy which, while ab¬ 
solutely correct in theory, is contrary 
to the practise of every other nation 
in the world, and contrary to common 
sense. Trade is essentially a recip¬ 
rocal condition. Any trade theory is 
workable only when it is practised by 
two or more nations. So that, no mat¬ 
ter how right is the theory of free 
trade, Canada cannot afford to be 
right all by herself. . ! 


A FINE PROSPECT 

From all points of the compass, the 
cheerful report comes that the entire 
district has been blessed with mois¬ 
ture. The rainfall has been quite gen¬ 
eral and everywhere there is a spirit 
of optimism over the crop prospects, 
and we have yet to hear of any point 
where there is cause for the slightest 
anxiety.

Arrowwood, a New Town at the End 
of Steel of the Suffield to Blackie 
Branch, ia Progressing Rapidy. 

The new town of Arrowwood is sit¬ 
uated about 26 miles from Blaclde 
twelve miles south of Gleichen and 
twenty-seven miles north of Vulcan. 
Its location is one of the finest in 
Southern Alberta, and crop failures 
are unknown in this section. At the 
present time two hundred men are 
busily" engaged putting the finishing 
touches on the new C.P.R. branch 
which runs from Suffield west to Lo¬ 
mond, thence forty miles to Arrow- 
wood, the end of the steel. This 
branch line was an absolute necessity 
in order to take care of the immense 
crops which this district yields annu¬ 
ally. Three elevators are already 
built and another one is in the course 
of construction. Carpenters are bus¬ 
ily engaged building stores and dwel¬ 
lings. Tom Ramsay, formerly a mer¬ 
chant in Calgary, has a very fine gen¬ 
eral store. The Arrowwood Consoli¬ 
dated school, which cost $30,000, 
teachers to grade XI. There ate 150 
pupils with four teachers. On Friday 
June 5, they had an interschoolastic 
meet in which twelve school districts 
were represented. The programme 
consisted of sports and. closed the day 
with an evening concert, moving pic¬ 
tures and a box social sale. Colonel 
MacGregor, inspector of schools, act¬ 
ed as judge of the events. Prizes 
were donated by the merchants of the 
town. Business concerns already 
represented are as follows: Hard¬ 

ware, 2; butchers, 2; general stores, 3 
implements, 2; cafes, 6; druggist^ 1; 
garages, 2; barbers, 2.

Salient Points in Address of Mr. 

Peteet, the U. S. Co-Operative 
Expert 

“The problems of the farmers of 
Canada are not problems of the far¬ 
mers themselves. The farmers can¬ 
not work out these problems alone, 
they must receive the co-operation of 
business men. The farmers, I repeat 
cannot draw off to themselves. They 
must combine with business for agri¬ 
culture is an integral part of all bus¬ 
iness. It is, therefore, good business 
for business men to be interested 
very vitally in agriculture. Men must 
work together in solving the prob¬ 
lems that confront them.” This is 
the opinion of Mr. Peteet, the U.S. 
Co-operative Expert, expressed at 
one of his meetings in Lethbridge. 
Mr. Peteet, unfortunately, cannot 
come to here, but we have pleasure 
in giving to our readers a synopsis of 
his views, which should prove, of 
great interest to our readers at this 
particular juncture. He showed that 
the old system of individual selling 
could lead to no other end than disas¬ 
ter. All other industries in the course 
of their experience organized into 
groups except agriculture. Finally, 
agriculture has been forqed to organ¬ 
ise to enable it to standardize, assem¬ 
ble and sell on a scientific, efficient 
basis its commodities. It is neces¬ 
sary for the farmer to be on a basis 
of -trade equality with other lines of 
business. To be so the farmer must 
be as well informed as the business 
man. The speaker used the illustra¬ 
tion of a horse trade. If one party 
to the trade knows less about horses 
than the other he will get the worst 
of the deal. Such a trade would not 
be fair. 

In selling his wheat, livestock, but¬ 
ter, eggs and other commodities the 
farmer to-be on - a basis of trade 
equality must know" all the ramifica¬ 
tions of international commerce, a 
thing impossible. For a farmer to 
gain such a broad working knowledge 
would require a lifetime of study— 
in fact, in the modern world it cannot 
be done. 

The farmer himself cannot market 
his products efficiently but this is no 
reflection on the farmer. It is self- 
evident fact. We cannot educate our 
«wn children. We probably have not 
the ability or the time. We choose to 
employ experts to teach them for us 
and we spend millions in educational 
facilities. We pay for this service. 
Therefore, it is only good business on 
the part of farmers to employ ex¬ 
perts to do for them that which they 
themselves do least well. Marketing 
of their products is what the farmer 
does least well. 

We apply to marketing farm com¬ 
modities the same principles that we 
apply to any other line. We substi¬ 
tute for dumping orderly merchan¬ 
dising. We sell farm commodities 
like the trade sells his stock—even¬ 
ly along the period of consumption. 
There is nothing new or mysterious 
about it. It is merely collective ac¬ 
tion, doing a difficult task in a group. 

In the old days a man was his own 
producer and distributor whether he 
dealt in wheat or shoes or plow 
shares. He did it by individual effort. 
Then came the factory age, the age 
of the great corporations. Business 
organized into groups, but not agri¬ 
culture. As commerce has raised its 
efficiency agriculture has declined. 
By group action we are now trying to 
restore, to rehabilitate agriculture. 
And that cannot be attained by indi¬ 
vidual action. It requires group ac¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Peteet cited the instance of a 
Tennessee cotton planter who raises 
$1,000,000 worth of cotton annually. 
For a number of years this man held 
to the idea of individual trading. He 
thought he was big enough to do his 
own business. He found it was too 
costly, too hazardous, and he is in the 
cotton grower's federation today. The 
big producer needs the co-qperative 
as much as the little fellow for all 
producers are very closely bound to¬ 
gether. The individual producer to¬ 
day is helpless. Farm marketing is 
a community problem and demands 
the support of all elements in the 
community. 

The aim of the co-operative is to 
overcome dumping and “blind sel¬ 
ling" substituting a system of order¬ 
ly marketing. To make this system 
a success the right kind of organiza¬ 
tion is essential. Co-operative com¬ 
modity marketing was first worked 
out in California. It succeeded there 
after many disappointments and 
spread over Canada and the U.S. and 
the farmers of these two countries 
were never united in a common cause 
as they are today. Some of the fac¬ 
tors entering into this system were 
cited. 

1— The organization must extend 
over the whole area of production of 
a commodity. Areas of production 
must organize then all must be 
brought into a federation. This makes 
the co-operative a factor but not a 
monopoly. There can never be a far¬ 
mers’ monopoly. 

2— A contract over a period of 
years is necessary. This gives the 
organization a reasonable assurance 
of something to sell, it inspires con¬ 
fidence, enables the organization to 
secure credit to provide facilities and 
make advances. 

3— All members must be on a basis 
of equality. Products must be sold 
strictly on grade and all members 
paid on that basis. 

4— The ablest brains are necessary 


Technically-trained men are essential. 

6—Democracy in the organization 
must prevail. 

Fach commodity must be studied 
on its own merits and the system al¬ 
tered to suit the varying conditions, 
but the foregoing are fundamentals. 

There could be no monopoly control 
for if the power of a “pool’’ were 
to be misused it would lose its pow¬ 
er. When a commodity passes a fair 
price level it tends to stimulate pro¬ 
duction and decreases consumption. 
The welfare of society is not in any 
way jeopardized by co-operative mar¬ 
keting. It is not designed to crowd 
out the legitimate trader, but its aim 
is to create a good sound market. 
The “slacker” or “outsider" profits 
by this improved market but exper¬ 
ience shows that the man “in” the 
pool profits more over a period of 
years than the man “out.” 

The farmer specially needs a mar¬ 
keting organization for in contrast 
with the business man who sells on 
the rising market, he sells on the de¬ 
clining market. The farmer always 
waits for a few cents more for his 
product. He usually loses by waiting 
The co-operative sells as business 
men sell. The only farmer who does¬ 
n’t neCd the “pool” is the farmer who 
knows when the peak price will be 
reached and who has his product all 
ready in maiket when that tme ar¬ 
rives. Every other farmer needs the 
“pool.” 

CONTROL THE WEEDS' 

Several articles of late in our col¬ 
umns relative to the weed situation, 
we -hope have been taken to heart in 
actual results through getting at all 
places oonspicuous by the presence of 
weeds with mower and other meth¬ 
ods. John Bell, weed inspector for 
Okotoks district, was in High River 
last week and he expressed the hope 
that every farmer would do his duty 
in the matter of the control of noxious 
weeds. To use his own words “Do 
your duty, never mind about whether 
the other fellow has started and get 
at your thistles by the Rod Weeder 
method and French weeds, etc., by 
mowing and other means of cultiva¬ 
tion.”

Vermin on baby chicks, it is said, 
cost the poultry industry in the United 
States over 115,000,000 annually. It 
is well said that the little things of 
life count. 

John Bache-Wig, inventor of the 
process for converting straw into pap¬ 
er-pulp, has arrived in Alberta for the 
purpose of conducting experiments to 
ascertain the commercial value of Al¬ 
berta straw. 

Life insurance sales in Canada dur¬ 
ing the month of April show a contin¬ 
ued rate of increase over past records, 
$35,872,000 being written during the 
month. The first four months of 1925 
are two per cent, better than the cor¬ 
responding period in 1924. 

A vote of $24,000 for harbors and 
rivers in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
passed the Ottawa house on June 5th. 
Provision was made for dredging and 
cribbing at Blairmore, $5000; improve¬ 
ments in the Cowan Lake and river 
route, $2300, and the Fort Resolution 
wharf, $7500. 

Alberta’s reputation as a producer 
of fine quality livestock is evidenced 
by the frequent winnings of provincial 
exhibitors at Canadian and American 
shows in recent years. Last year Al¬ 
berta exhibitors won 76 prizes, six 
championships and one reserve cham¬ 
pionship, as compared with 12 prizes 
and two championships and one re¬ 
serve championship in 1923, and 13 
prizes in 1920. 

Within the past three years so great 
have been the strides made in the pro¬ 
vincial poultry industry, that Alber¬ 
ta has turned from an importing to an 
exporting province with respect to 
eggs and other products. During 1924 
more than 60,000 cases of eggs were 
exported from Alberta, the bulk going 
to England and Scotland. During that 
year also more than 5,000,000 pounds 
of live poultry were marketed by far¬ 
mers in the province. 

The vanguard of the “Hoot” Gib¬ 
son outfit of the Universal Films 
Corporation which are to film a pic¬ 
ture in the foothills to the west of 
High River, arrived Wednesday 
morning the 17 th inst., in a special 
express car which was sidetracked in 
the local C.P.R. yards for unloading. 
There were about a dozen riding hor¬ 
ses, numerous trunks, and other par¬ 
aphernalia, scenic effects and prop¬ 
erties which made up the car, all of 
which will be taken out to Guy Wead- 
ick’s ranch "The Stampede’’ where 
the company of about forty members 
will stay while in these parts. The 
members and employees of the com¬ 
pany will arrive in High River on 
Wednesday evening the 17th inst. 

I regret to see a dog on the stand¬ 
ing-board of an automobile. The poor 
brute has nothing to hold on to, and 
the way some drivers turn corners the 
dog is very liable to be thrown off and 
killed by an another auto following 
close behind.

“It was the schooner Hesperus!” 
Often have I heard schoolboys and 
girls thus begin Longfellow’s thrilling 
story of shipwreck. It appears there 
was a schooner Hesperus, and the 
poet took some license with the story, 
says Philix Penn in the Vancouvei 
Sun. The schooner Hesperus was not 
wrecked at all. On December 15, 1839 
a gale lashed the coast. About 20 
vessels were driven on Norman’s Woe 
The gale drove the Hesperus in Bos¬ 
ton Harbor against the William Bad¬ 
ger, carrying away her bowsprit. 
Longfellow’s diary for the seventeenth 
reads: “News of shipwrecks horrible 
off the coast. Twenty bodies washed 
ashore near Gloucester, one female 
lashed to a piece of wreck. There is 
a reef called Norman’s Woe where 
many of these took place, among oth¬ 
ers the schooner Hesperus. I must 
write a ballad on this.’’ And he did I 


> A thirteenth month in the year, to 
be named “Sol,” apparently in honor 
of the sun, and to come at midsum- 
mer; a^xed Easter and an annual in- 
ternOTWal Sabbath. 

These are advocated by Mr. B. B. 
Cotsworth, Director of the Interna¬ 
tional Fixed Calendar League, which, 
says Reuter, is working at Geneva 
with the League of Nations Committee 
on Calendar Reform. 

His scheme is as follows:— 

That Easter should be permanently 
fixed about the second Sunday in Ap¬ 
ril. 

That the best way to permanently 
link the seven recurring week-days" to 
their respective 52 fixed dates in every 
year i§ to name the last day, “Year 
Day” only and include it in the last 
week and month as an International 
Sabbath; and to use Leap Day in the 
same way. 

The 52 weeks in every year to be ar¬ 
ranged into either:— 

(a) thirteen weeks in each quarter, 
as 30, 31 day months; or 

(b) Thirteen equal months, each 
consisting of four complete weeks by 
uniting the last two weeks of June 
with the first two weeks of July to 
form the proposed new month of 
“Sol.” 

Among the advantages claimed for 
the 28-day months’ system by the Cal¬ 
endar Reform League are the follow¬ 
ing:— 

All months would have exactly the 
same 28 week days. The system would 
save time and prevent mistakes and 
confusing worries. 

Pay days, markets, fairs, meetings, 
etc. would recur on same dates month¬ 
ly. 

Women specially need the 28-day 
month, it is urged, for the permanent 
fixing of their “At Home days,” en¬ 
gagements, etc. 

Mr. Cotsworth believes that the 28- 
day months, of four complete weeks, 
will be universally adopted by the In¬ 
ternational Conference. 


FOR DUSTY ROADS 


In a letter to the Boston Post, the 
New England manager of a large con¬ 
cern engaged in the manufacture of 
chemicals takes exception to the 
statement attributed lb Professor A. 
H. Gill, of the institute of technology, 
that calcium chloride laid upon roads 
necessitates frequent sprinkling. On 
the contrary, he says, the application 
of this solution is for the very pur¬ 
pose of avoiding sprinkling. “We are 
disposed to agree with him,” says 
the Post. “The writer has observed 
the effects of the use of calcium chlor¬ 
ide on many of the dirt roads of Ver¬ 
mont, roads that would naturally be¬ 
come very dusty in dry times. It keeps 
the dust down almost completely for 
the whole season, the occasional rain 
keeping it in proper condition. For 
the average dirt road, in the quality 
of which Yermont excels her New Eng 
land sister states, oil and tar are out 
of the question. Calcium chloride 
seems to have been the best solutior 
of the dust problem yet devised. 


SERVED FAITHFULLY 


The Rev. Mr. Fawcett who leaves 
here this month has had a strenuous 
life since coming here. His field con¬ 
sisted of Brant, Arrowwood and 
Blackie and to cover the three fields, 
he had to travel each Sunday over 36 
miles of road and conduct three ser- 
vices. He could not afford an auto¬ 
mobile and he faithfully carried on 
the work every Sunday it was possi¬ 
ble for him to do, and never missed 
an engagement in that time, only on 
request, because of bad roads and 
weather conditions. His span of hor¬ 
ses knew every inch of the road and 
during those years he has become 
so attached to them that he will take 
them up to the new field in Bon Ac¬ 
cord where the work will not be so 
difficult.

The following figures are quoted by 
Mayor Hardie, of Lethbridge: “The 
total of the budget presented to the 
British house of commons by Mr. 
Churchill is approximately $4,005,300,- 
000. The average worth of gold in 
coinage is $17.00 per avoirdupois 
ounce, or $272 per pound, of $544,000 
per ton of 2000 pounds. The average 
carrying capacity of a C.P.R., car is 
thirty tons, and $544,000 per ton x 
thirty tons equals $16,320,000 per car; 
320,000 equals 250 C.P.R., carloads of 
gold coin to pay the British taxpayer’s 
bill in 1925.” 


While the big $3,000,000 Imperial 
Oil Refinery in East Calgary, is hand¬ 
ling approximately 2,500 barrels per 
day of crude oil at present, only a part 
of the high gravity oil coming from 
the Royalite No. 4 well in Turner Val¬ 
ley is being dealt with there. The re¬ 
mainder, it is understood, is being 
shipped to the Regina Refinery of the 
Imperial. Clarence Moore, superin¬ 
tendent of the Imperial Oil Refinery, 
said Thursday, that at present the big 
plant was handling about 2,500 barrels 
per day of crude nfil. Mr. Moore said 
he was not^at liberty to state the daily 
gasoline output of the refinery. As 
for the output from Royalite 4, which 
is producing more than 400 barrels 
per day of 73 Beaume oil, in reality, a 
high grade naphtha, transparent as 
spring water and much more volatile 
than ordinary gasoline, Mr. Moore 
said the refinery in Calgary was only 
taking part of it. In reply to ques¬ 
tions, Mr. Moore said the Royalite 4 
product was not being put through the 
refinery stills. “But," he added, “it 
requires a very heavy ehemical treat¬ 
ment.” The chemical treatment is 
necessary to remove the sulphur odor, 
The reason the product is not put 
through the hot stills is obvious—it 
cannot be “topped” as it is all “top.” 
In this respect, the Royalite 4 pro¬ 
duct is similar to that of the New 
Mexico wells. •' J 
The Calgary refinery is employing 
about 200 men at the. present time 
Most of the crude oil being refined is 
brought in from the Montana fields.

WHEAT SHIPMENTS 

Wheat is moving out of the Leth¬ 
bridge division at the rate of about 
25 cars a day. - This is the after-seed- j 
ing cleanup. Last week 135 cars were 
shipped off lines on the division. 
Brocket farmers led the procession of 
late sellers of grain with over 12,000 
bushels. The grain now moving prom¬ 
ises to bring the total for the Leth¬ 
bridge division over the 25,000,000 
bushel mark for all grains for the 
1924 crop. On May 31, jthe total of 
grain marketed had reached 24,375,- 
000 bushels of which 22,070,000 bush- ] 
els had been wheat shipped. 1,890,- j 
000 bushels of other grain shipped, 
561,000 bushels of wheat in store and ( 
133,000 bushels of other grain in 
store. Vulcan has now topped the 
1,250,000 bushel •mark, with High Ri¬ 
ver just behind with 1,175,000 bushels 
having passed Nanton with 1,100,000 
Some of the other big shipping points 
are as follows: Cardston 1,030,000 
bushels, Magrath 715,000 bushels, 
Milk River 140,000 bushels, Woolford 
570,000 bushels, Warner 480,000 bush¬ 
els, Claresholm 800,000' bushels, 
Stavely 800,000 bushels, Granum 65(1- 
(K 10 bushels, Macleod 600,000 bushels, 
Llackie .890,000 bushels and Climax, 
Sask., with 600,000 bushels. It is 
expected that there will be a general 
clean-up of the grain in the elevators 
this month to get the machinery all 
in readiness'for the movement of the 
big r.ew crop now in sight.

In bonus or gratuities for the sold¬ 
iers enlisted for the great war, Canada 
has paid to date $162,310,156. The 
annual expenditures under this head" 
dwindled from $4,607,64T in the fiscal/ 
year ended March 31st, 1921, to $78,- 
639 in the fiscal year just closed. In 
addition large sums of money have 
been expended in establishing return- 
1 ed soldiers on farms in different parts 
of the Dominion as well as aiding 
them in building houses,- purchasing 
machinery, cattle, etc., much of which 
has already been repaid by the sett¬ 
lers.
